Wednesday the pastor’s attorneys 
again visited his cell and the con- 
fession, made public today was writ- 
ten then by the prisoner in spite of 
efforts of counsel to dissuade him, as 
they feared the mental strain had weak- 
ened his reasoning powers. 

Richeson insisted, however, and pre- 
pared and signed the confession in the 
presence of the lawyers without a 
tremor.

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MAYOR OLDS BACK 
REPORTS MADE ON 
HAVLIN'S THEATER 


Although Mayor Kreismann has re- 
ceived the reports of Building Commtis- 
Willlam Eames of 
Eames & Young, architects, and H. C. 
Henley, chief of the St. Louis Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau, in regard to the condi- 
tion of Havlin’s Theater, he told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday he was not 
ready to make them public. 

The investigation is the result of a 
petition filed with the Mayor 10 days 
ag? by three union carpenters, through 
their attorney, George BE. Mix, in which 
they alleged that the reconstruction of 
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the theater which was done by the Mc- 
Kelyvey Construction Co,, was not per- 
fortacd in accordance with the building 
ecfe. They also charged that McKelvey 
was actively interested in the construc- 
tlon company. 

McXelvey’s report, which was drawn 
up "by an architect, two builders, an 
engineer and two inspectors from his 
office, was presented to the Mayor 
Wednesday morning. The Henley report 
reached the Mayor’s office Friday aft- 
ernoon. 

Sends Back Eames Report. 

Wavor Kreismann sald yesterday when 
he received the Eames report that he 
nud sent it back to him for correction. 
When’ asked what he meant by a cor- 
recticn. he said that Eames had not 
mace the report in accordance with his 
instructions in that he did not make a 
distinction between the condition of the 
old part of the building and the part 
thai was remodeled by the McKelvey 
company. ¢ 

When a reporter called up the office 
of Eames & Young later it was stated 
that the report had not been returned 





by the Mayor and that it would stand 
as it was originally made. 

There is a difference of’ opinion be- 
tween the carpenters who made the 
charges and McKelvey as to the recon- 
struction of the building. The carpen- 
ters contend that the columns and other 
portions of the building which were re- 
modeled’ are structural parts, and as 
such should be fire-proofed in accord- 
ance with the new regulations of the 
building code in regard to theaters. Mc- 
Kelvey contends that structural parts 
were not changed. 

Mayor Seems to Hold With McKelvey. 

The statement of Mayor Kreismann 
in regard to the distinction in the re- 
port between the condition of the orig- 
inal building and the remodeled portion 
is taken to mean that he holds McKe!l- 
vey’s view, that these parts need not be 
fireproo’.

Even now, with an abund- 
ance of opportunity to fight in sight, 
Johnson is doing some stalling, picking 
out the easy men for first. chance at 
his title. He has agreed to fight Jim 
Flynn, some time in July, and will then 
take on McVey and Jeanette, probably 
in IMmited-round bouts: lohnson has 
already whipped McVey three times 
‘and ought not to fear him. Jeannette, 
too, although tough game, has. suc- 
cumbed to the big black. 

Johnson apparently is not too eager 
to get on with the hard ones like Jean- 
nette and Langford, and'it is only after 
18 months of freedom from champion- 
ship cares that he is being induced to 
re-enter the game. 

At his best Johnson can be put in the 
records as a lucky champion. Fortu- 
when the 
quality of heavyweights was fast de- 
teriorating. A few years earlier he 
would have been contemporary with 
such stars as Fitzsimmons, McCoy, Ruh- 
lin, Sharkey, Maher and Jeffries in his 
prime. What his charices would have 
been to clean up that bunch I leave to 
judgment and opinion of my readers. 


Jeffries Was a Mark. 

When he fought Jeffries he drew the 
capital prize of profegsional pugilism. 
Any ordinary heavyweight could have 
defeated the Jeffries that appeared in 
the ring that fateful Fourth of July. 
The nervous collapse left the once in- 
vincible champion practically helpless. 
Those who witnessed the fight realize 
that fact. 

Outside of his ability as a boxer, and 
he falls short of the ideal, Johnson can 
truthfully be said to bag the prize as 
champion staller. He has turned down 
many handsome offers to do battle. As 
Joe Jeanette’s manager puts it, “he 
‘conditions’ a challenger ~out of a 
match.” 

My advice to Johnson fs to get busy 
and fight. Americans are growing 
weary of him and his notoriety-seeking 
exploits,’ after 18 months of it. Sport- 
ing men in this country do not love a 
champion the more because he is a ue- 
gro and the fact that he has been tol- 
erated far beyond the limit of,patience 
should not create the idéa in his noodle 
that he can get away with it forever. 
The public wants to see him in his ca- 
pacity of fighter, or not at all. And 
that desire {s prompted solely by an 
eagerness to see him beaten. 


The Stalling of New York, 

Speaking of stalling there are several 
local lightweights who are past masters 
at it. Why aren't New Yorkers given a 
slant at some of the star lightweights 
from other localities? For the very 
good reason that none of the home boys 
will take a chance with them. 

Take the cases of Young Saylor and Grover 
Hayes, for instance. These clever youngsters 
have tried In vain to break into New York. 
Joe Mandot is another crack-a-jack who 
would -welcome a chance at New York's 
‘‘newspaper’’ champs. 

It is reported that Ad Wolgast is {ll again. 
this time with a severe cold. Poor little 
Ad. he is the original unlucky kid. 

While not a bit ‘‘clubby’’ to even. mention 
the possibility of succeeding. a sick man. I 
predict that should the champion find it im- 
possible to ‘‘come back’’ as.a result of 
his recent operation for appendicitis, his suc- 
cessor will, in my opinion, be developed from 
the West or South. No boy hailing from 
these parts carries a championship brand; at 
least none of the present crop.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 6.—Com- 
plete statistics covering the manufactur- 
irg industry of the city of St. Louis 
for the year 1910, were made public to- 

day by the State Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics, in a bulletin issued by Commis- 
Sioner Austin W. Biggs. Nearly every 
industry shows: a healthy gain in the 
value of the output over the Government 
figures for 1909, as well as the 1908 fig- 
ures. 

Twenty-eight hundred and thirty-eight 
separate establishments were considered 
ir 1910, with a total output of $40,877,624 
worth of products. In 1908 the total out- 
put of the factories, as reported by the 
State Bureau, amounted to $274, 969,549, 
while the Government’s figures for 1909 
showed a total of $3: 27,676,000. 

The gain for 1910 over the figures of 
1908 was $65,908,115, or practically 24 per 
cent for the two years. The gain for 1910 
over the Government figures for 1909 was 
$13,201,664, or about 4 1-3 per cent. 

Capital Invested. 
The total capital invested for 1910 was

Interruption of traffic along this line, 
which hag prevented the passage of the 
mails for four days, has resulted in this 


decision. 

Detachments of British, German, Japa- 
nese and French troops have been sta- 
tioned at intervals between Pekin and 
Chin Wang Tao, according to a plan de- 
vised two weeks ago. The Japanese 
General is in command, as he is the 
ranking officer. 

The respective nations assume charge 
of different sections of the road, Great 
Britain taking care of the section be- 
tween Pekin and Yang Taun; France be- 
tween Yan Tsun and Tangku; Germany, 
Tangku to Tangshan; the United States, 
Tangshan to Lanchow, and Japan, from 
Lanchow to Chin Wang Tao. The 
United States, however, has no troops 
in North China, except 300 legation 
guards, and has been unable to assume 
responsibility for the section allotted to 
ii, but British troops are protecting that 
district until Americans arrive. 

Just when additional American troops 
will reach China is not known, although 
Minister Calhoun cabled several days 
ago to the State Department at Wash- 
ington, advising the dispatch of a regi- 
ment on a peace footing. So far he has 
received no reply. 

Mails Coming Through. 

It was announced tonight that the 
tracks have been repaired and. mails are 
coming through, but a similar statement 
has been made by the Chinese Foreign 
Board several times before without basis 
of fact. 

The legations regret that they cannot 
control the Chinese Imperial railroad 
up to the Japanese junction in Man- 
churla, thereby ensuring a continuation 
of trans-Siberian mails; but the proto- 
col does not authorize anything further 
than maintaining communication to the 
sea, the nearest open port being Chin 
Wang Tao, as Tien Tsin is ice bound. 

Priemier Yuan has sent a telegram to 
Wu Ting Fang complaining that it is 
inconsistent with the national consti- 
tution to establish a republic, the pres- 
ident of which has taken an oath to 
overthrow the Manchu government. 
Yuan asks to be informed as to the 
object of the establishment ‘of a re- 
public and whether the president could 
be removed, should the national con- 
vention decide upon a constitutional 
monarchy. 

[t would appear as if the Imperial 
Premier is seeking delay, believing time 
will cause disensions in the south. 
Several generals -are urging him to 
fight, but it is thought he will await 
an attack.

ANALYSIS OF TWO PLANS 





Time Limit for Acceptance of 
East St. Louis Ordinance 
Expires Jan. 11. 





When the Municipal Assembly con- 
venes next Tuesday, after the holiday 
recess, the most important matter for 
its consideration will be the locating of 
the Eastern approach for the Municipal 
Free Bridge. 

The bridge has been under construc- 
tion for more than two years, and was 
authorized by -vote of the people five 
and one-half years ago. The spans an* 
arches are well along, and the remain- 
ing $300,000 of the original $3,500,000 bond 
issue will suffice, it is. estimated, to 
complete the superstructure and. the 
western approaches. This work is ex- 
pected to be finished by next August. 

But the east approach, the strategic 
key to the bridge, is unprovided 
both financially and in a legislative way. 
The city has no money to build it, offi- 
cials declare, and the Assembly, which 
has power to’ determine where it shall 
be built, has not done so. Four more 
or less conflicting bills on this subject 
are now pending in the House of Dele- 
gates, and one bill in the Council. 

City officials believe that, when the 
location of the east approach has bess 
determined, it will be time to take up 
the matter of obtaining funds by a 
new bond Issue. Any bond issue pro- 
posal presented to the people before 
that time, they fear, would meet the 
fate of the one offered last November. 
It fell far short of the two-thirds popu- 
lar vote required. The proposal then 
voted on was for a $2,250,000 bond issue. 

No General Funds Available. 

A bond issue is the only way of Ob- 
taining the money to build the ap- 
proach, city officials declare. The Mayor 
and the Comptroller say no funds from 
general revenue will be available for 
the bridge. ' 

At the time of the last bond issue elec- 
tion, and throughout the year 1911, con- 
troversy raged between the city admin- 
istration and a group of citizens, head- 
ed by Frank H. Gerhart, over the loca- 
tion of the Eastern approach. 

After repeated public hearings and 
other occasions of discussion, opinion 
is still divided between the merits of 
two proposed routes—those known as the 
Reber approach, favored by Mayor 
Kreismann and President Reber of the 
Board of Public Improvements; and the 
Gerhart, or northeast approach, lately 
prolonged into what*has been called the 
Eilers approach. 

The Reber approach extends 10,663 feet, 
or a little more than two miles, east 
from the east pler of the bridge, comes 
to grade at the outer belt of the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association, and contin- 
ues thence 600 feet to the right-of-way 
of the Denverside Connecting Rallway. 
Reber estimates that it can be construct- 
ed for $2,250,000, the amount for which a 
bond issue was recently sought. 

Heavy Cost Alleged. 

The Gerhart-Eilers approach is more 
than two and one-half times the length 
of the Reber approach. It is 27,262 feet 
long, and extends northeast from the 
eastern pier to a point 2600 feet beyond 
the East St. Louis city limits at Forty- 
second and State streets. It will be ele- 
vated at a height of 22 feet, coming to 
grade just beyond the limits. Its cost, 
Reber declares, would be at least $1,175,- 
000 more than that of the Reber ap- 
proach, or $3,425,000. If of all-steel con- 
struction, Reber says, the cost would 
be $4,475,000, or almost twice the cost of 
the Reber approach. 

The administration’s argument for the 
Reber approach is largely one of cost 
and availability. 

The argument for the Gerhart ap- 
proach is chiefly an argument against 
the Reber approach, which Gerhart con-

‘Formerly, when a prisoner sought a pardon, he 
pleaded his good behavior, his youth when he 
committed the crime, his ill health, or the plight 
of his wife and children, deprived of his support.

The incarcerated felon now takes his pen in 
hand and pours out in stanzas his yearning for 
liberty and his pity for himself as a prisoner.

Lean are anxious to have him becoine the great- 
est linguist. 

Although he is only a littie more tuan 2 years 
of age, Vinson Walsh McLean is being taught 
five languages. Five attendants of as many na- 
tlonalities are teaching Vinson Walsh McLean 
English, French, German, Japanese and Spanish. 

For a brief period every day the richest baby 
in the world is placed in charge of each nurse. In 
addition to their nursing duties tacy talk to him 
in their native tongue with the idea in view that 
he will pick up each language as a vigorous young 
child cannot help but do. By the time he is: 6 
years of age it is expected that he will have a
